Tho argument is made by the 
independent producers that while 
they are limited in their domes­ 
tic production, tho bigger oil com­ 
panies can dopreas tho price by 
continuous importation.

Most of the fields from 
which tho imports are taken are 
American owned, some of these 
Fame companies which Import oil 
for domestic use also are engaged 
in refining the product for 
ex­ 
port. 
Approximately three hun­ 
dred thousand bnrrels a day ure 
exported. 
It Is believed that ul­ 
timately the American companies 
would transfer their foreign pro­ 
duction to the 
markets 
which 
have hitherto been filled by Am­ 
erican exports.

of gasoline to

The answer is made 
that gasoline prices will remain 
constant because of the competi­ 
tive conditions and owing to the 
large number of filling stations. 


Hut while these contentions are 
being made there isn’t really time 
enough for extended debate and 
it is apparent that 
the 
whole 
question of embargoes 
will 
be 
raised in the senate if the oil pro­ 
posals reach the stage of consid­ 
érât ion. 
Tho chances are that In 
tho last minute legislative 
Jam 
the oil bill will be 
sidetracked, 
though to be sure a determined 
effort to get action on tho bill 
may be expected. 
This is because 
the independent oil producers of 
Oklahoma, Texas, California and 
other states which have submitted 
to curtailment of production are 
insistent that something be done 
to aid them. 
The plan is to ap­ 
ply tho embargo, or limitation of 
imports, purely as an emergency 
measuro for three years. 
To ov­ 
ercome the objections relating to 
the Geneva treaty the suggestion 
has been made that American im­ 
porters should voluntarily 
limit 
themselves to one tenth of Amer­ 
ican production. 
They are afraid 
however of running afoul of the 
Clayton Act and it has therefore 
been proposed that a law be pass­ 
ed permitting the federal 
trade 
commission to accept such a vol­ 
untary agreement by the import­ 
ers as a matter of trade agree­ 
ment, 
It is likely that the whole 
matter will come up again at the 
next session of Congress.

Thompson Wins Again 


Lansing. Feb. 24 t/P)—1The legis­ 
lative movement for a new tubercu­ 
losis sanatorium in the northern 
part of the lower peninsula aban­ 
doned the malt tax as Its proposed 
source of revenue today and em­ 
braced the proposed stock transfer 
levy as a method of financing the 
program. 


Speaker Fred R. .Ming claimed j and lent an added significance to 


he had reached an agreement with 
Governor Wilber M. Brucker pledg­ 
ing administration support for a 
new hospital if the stock tax be 
used for construction and n:alnte- 
nance. 
The Wreford bill providing 
for a tax of four cents a share on 
security transfers will be am°nde'f 
to permit the revenue to ppplv on 
the financing of th» new institution 


Estimates of the revenue from 
the proposed stock sales tax vary 
from $750.000 to more than |2,000.- 
000 a year. A 150.bed IiCfpplta! can 
be constructed for about $450.000. 
The amendment to the Wroford bill 
will provide that the revenue be 
used for tin.* construction and main­ 
tenance of the new hospital and 
?hat any surplus be turned back to 
the counties for the care of tubercu­ 
lar patients in local sanatorium«.

if not much stronger, today th an 
when 
P asteur 
first 
made 
his 
fu n d am enta l Investigation. 


The addition of new knowledge 
has, moreover, tended tow ard the 
estab li sh men t of routine proced- 
ur(*H u n d e r such circumstances. In 
('alifornla, 
th o state dep art mont 
of health recom tr ends 
th a t 
as 
soon as posible the wound should 
1)0 cauterized with a strong nitric 
acid, this procedure being und(*r- 
taken by a 
physician 
familiar 
with th e use of the drug. It may 
he necessary to use an anesthetl*' 
iK'causo of th e pain concerned In 
such cauterization. 


If It is not certain th a t th e a n i ­ 
mal which did the biting is rabid 
the anim al should be confined tf 
see w h''ther or not symptom s o' 
madness will develop. 
If those 
s y m p to m s do not develop within 
in days, it Is probablo that the 
anim ai did not have rabies at the 
time it bit the hum an being.

should be held confined for at 
least three m o n t h s or should ho 
killed immediately, 


Tho question has arisen as t'> 
w hether or not pet dogs should 
be Immediately Inoculated against, 
rabies by th e preventative m e t h ­ 
od. Phys^lolan.'i are not convinced 
that thl.'< Is desirable any more 
than It Is re com m ended by phy­ 
sicians today th a t all people hi-» 
routinely Inoculated agulnst scar­ 
let fever or lockjaw. 


Theso m easures are to be held 
available In times of serioiiH epi­ 
demic or of threatened dan g er hc- 
cau.^o of wound or a

Regarding the needs for a new

wish to state that from my'study 
of sewage disposal 
during 
my 
four years on the council that 1 
will not vote for any expenditure 
for moro than one hundred and 
forty thousand dollars, to take 
care of tho prei?ent situation. 


While on the council, I corres­ 
ponded with the enpineera from 
many cities of the United States 
and Canada. In order to obtain 
complete Information if possible, 
as to tho cost and ettlcionc>' of the 
modern disposal plant. 
My con­ 
clusions were that 
the 
modern 
disposal plant was not efilclent 
even at its best, that tho coi5t of 
a comploto disposal 
plnnt 
was 
prohibitive and even 
with 
the 
most efilclent plant 
known 
to 
modern science It was impossible 
to get away front stench. 
The 
very fact that sewage Is s\ipposed 
to be purified by 
chemical 
pro­ 
cesses. involving tho decomposi­ 
tion of organic, 
matter 
involves 
th e generation of ga^^es. .such as 
sulphuretted 
hydrogen, 
carbon 
dlsulph'f’«' and 
various 
organic 
chlorine 
compounds 
which 
all 
have an obnoxious odor. 
These 
gases are not po'sonous, however, 
nor do they carry germs. 


In my various examinations of 
our disposal plant. 1 was often re­ 
minded of the remark of the barn 
boss at Fayette when the resid­ 
ents complained about tho odor 
of the village manure j)i!e. 
He 
procrastinated from day to day 
saying that 
” the smell mote be 
bad, but that 
It 
was 
oorful 
’elthy.” The fecundity :ind health 
of the Inhabitants eprtainly prov­ 
ed hlH theory. 


Marlon Ohio i>rol)ai)ly has. or 
had until a ye;ir ago. the most ef­ 
ficient plant of any small city 1») 
the United Slates.
